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DETAILED ACTION 

Papers Received 

Receipt is acknowledged of the applicant's amendment and request for continued 
examination, both received on 14 June 2005. Receipt is acknowledged of the applicant's 
information disclosure statements, received on 03 August 2005 and 23 August 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bourquin 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,472,714) in view of Liversidge et al (U.S. Patent No. 5,145,684) 

The Bourquin patent teaches an oxcarbazepine composition which comprises a 
hydrophilic, permeable outer layer (See Abstract; and Column 4, Line 66 to Column 5, LinelO. 
Oxcarbazepine is generally known to be useful for treating convulsions (See Column 1, Lines 1- 
15). 

The Bourquin reference is silent with respect to the particle size of oxcarbazepine. 

The Liversidge et aL patent generally teaches that the bioavailability of an active 
ingredient can be manipulated and improved by adjusting the particle size of the active agent 
(See Column 3, Lines 16-31). Various ranges of particle sizes have been achieved in the art, 
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ranging from about 1 to 50 microns and reaching sizes below 400 nm (See Column 1, Lines 28- 
50; and Abstract). Among the various types of active agents that can be treated in this manner 
are anti-epileptic drugs (See Column 3, Line 58). 

It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the prior art references 
in order to arrive at the instantly claimed invention. One of ordinary skill in the art would be 
motivated to optimize the particle size of an anti-epileptic drug such as oxcarbazepine to the 
point where the active agent achieves a desired level of bioavailability. Such optimization of 
bioavailability through the adjustment of particle size reads on the limitations of the instantly 
claimed invention. Claim limitations drawn to maximum residue values are considered to be met 
by the disclosure of the prior art when it discloses the range of particle sizes that impart such a 
functional quality, since a composition cannot stand apart from its properties. Thus, the instantly 
claimed invention is prima facie obvious.
